IN SENATE. 

Friday, Jan. 9, 1863. 

The Senate met at 10 o'clock, and was 
opened with prayer by the Rev. Jons S. 
Hays, of the Presbyterian Church. 

The journal of yesterday was read by tbe 
clerk. 

A PETITION 

Was presented by Mr. FIELD, and appro- 
priately referred. 

FEDERAL RELATIONS. 

Mr. ANTHONY was added to the com- 
mittee on Federal Relations. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. M. P. MARSHALL offered the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were adopted, 
viz : 

Revolved, That so much of tho recent message 
of the Governor as relates to tho depredations of 
tho predatory bands who have infested our State, 
be roferrod to the committeo on the Judiciary. 

That so much as rotates to the finatices of the 
Stnto be referred to the committeo on Finance.

Mr. ALLEN offered tlie following joint 
resolution, which was referred to the com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, viz: 

Resolved, by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky : 

That the President of tho United States be re- 
quested to restore Col. John H. McHenry, Jr., to 
his former position in the army of the Nation; 
and that ho be urged to attend to his rapid pro- 
motion. 

Resolved further, That a copy of this resolution 
bo forwarded to tbe President by the Governor of 
the Commonwealth. 

Mr. J. W. ANDERSON offered the fol- 
lowing joint resolutions, which were referred 
to the committee on. Federal Relations, viz : 

1. Resolved by the General Assembly of Vie Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, . 

That Ivontucky hereby enters her solemn pro- 
test to tho emancipation proclamation of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, President of tho United States, is- 
sued on the first day of January. 1S63, because it 
is unconstitutional, and if designed as a war 
measure, is both unwise and impolitic. 

2. Resolved, That the President of the United 
States, as Commandcr-in-Chief of the Army and 
Navy of tho United States, has no power given 
him by the Constitution, either by proclamation, 
manifesto, or edict, or in any other way, to eman- 
cipate or liberate the slaves of any ono whatevor; 
and all such power, when assumed, is without any 
right whatever, and therefore null and void. 

3. Resolved, That tho loyal people of the Uni- 
ted States intend to put down this wicked rebel- 
lion at the cost of whatever of blood and treas- 
ure it may require, but at the same time they in- 
tend to preserve, inviolate, that sacred instru- 
ment, tho Constitution of the United States, and 
leave no precedent for any one in after lifo to 
take from thorn any of their rights. 

4. Resolved , That slavery in the United States 
is peculiarly and exclusively a State institution, 
the control of which has never been given to the 
General Government; and any State now, or af- 
ter this rebellion shall have been put down, that 
has heretofore emancipated her slaves," may again, 
in her organic law. incorporate said institution, 
and again foster and protect slavery without the 
oonscut of the general Government. 

Resolved, That the Union and the Constitu- 
tion must and shall be maintained. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD offered tlie follow- 
ng resolutions, which were adopted, viz : 

Resolved, That the committee on the Judiciary 
bo instructed to inquire into tho expediency of 
placing ail executions which may issue upon judg- 
ments obtained at the same term of any court, 
against the sauio defendant, upon the same foot- 
ing, so as to divide tho proceeds of any sale of 
such defendant’s property pro rata among the 
several plaintiffs in the different executions; and 
that thoy report by bill or otherwise. 

Resolved, That tho Committee »n the Judiciary 
be instructed to inquire into the expediency of al- 
lowing lands sold under attachments and judg- 
ments or decrees of a chancellor, to be redeem- 
ed in the same manner as lands sold under exe- 
cution; and that they report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. R. J. BROWNE offered tlie following 
resolution, wrtiieh was referred to the Com- 
mittee on tlie Judiciary, viz : 

Resolved, That in order that there may be an 
early adjournment of this Legislature, that this 
House will, on next Monday, at 11 o’clock A. M., 
proceed to consider tbe bill to divide tbo State in- 
to Congressional districts; and on next Wednes- 
day, at 11 o’clock A. M., to the consideration of 
tho bill fixing tho compensation of tho Keeper of 
the Penitentiary. 

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 

The House then took up the motion of 
Mr. J. W. ANDERSON to print 10,000 cop- 
es of the Governor's Message. 

Mr. J. B. COCHRAN moved to strike out 
10,000, and insert 9,900: rejected, and reso- 
lution adopted. 

And then the House adjourned. 



one time I thought him an honest man, hut 
I have been compelled to change that opin- 
ion. He is a miserable driveller, yielding to 
outside pressure when it tends towards abo- 
litionism, but ignoring it altogether when it 
tends to constitutional conservatism. 

The late elections show conclusively that 
the people are against the abolition party, 
but the President has not heard of it, or if 
helms lie appears to be determined to do all 
the devilment he can- before a majority 
comes into Congress who arc in favor of car- 
rying ou the war vigorously for the restora- 
tion of the Constitution as it was, and for 
tlie preservation of tlie Union, with all the 
rights of the States guaranteed to them, as 
by the Constitution it is done. 

I do not pity the South, for if they had re- 
mained together in the Union, we had the 
hands of the President as completely tied as 
ever we had one — a majority against him in 
tlie Senate, whicli could not have been over- 
come in his time, and he entirely powerless 
forevil. But the South rebelled simply be- 
cause the power had departed from them, 
and “rule or ruin" was their motto, and 
they have ruined both sides. May God in 
his mercy forgive them and bring them back 
to a sense of right. 

We of the Border States are truly in a bad 
condition — between tbe upper^and nether 
mill-stones — but still contending for the 
right, we will trust in God to strengthen us 
and keep us from all harm. 

And now, my dear son, with one last in- 
junction I will close this letter, the last per- 
haps I shall ever indite to the Colonel of the 
gallant 17th Regiment Kentucky Volun- 
teers. Never despair. Never give up your 
country. Never turn traitor or rebel. Those 
now in power do you great injustice, but, 
thank God, they are not your country. 
Their rule will be short, and the good and 
tbe wise will yet do you justice. 

May God bless you, and save you and our 
country, is the prayer of your affectionate 
father, JOHN II. McHENRY.

A Patriotic Letter. 

We arc allowed to publish tlie following 
patriotic letter from the Hon. John II. Me. 
Henry to his son, Col. John H. McHenry, 
Jr., of the Seventeenth Kentucky Volun- 
teers, upon hearing of his dismissal from the 
army : 

Owensboro, Ky., Dec. 11, 1862. 

My Dear Son: I see a letter, written to 

the Commercial yesterday, says you are dis- 
missed from the service on account ol your 
negro order. I hope it is notso, but fear it is 
true. You are not disgraced by it. By fol- 
lowing a different course you would have 
been amenable to the laws of your own 
State, and liable to confinement in tlie pen- 
itentiary. Sec. 5th, arU v, chap. 93 of the 
Revised Statutes of Kentucky, says: “If 

any free person shall be convicted of the of- 
fence of knowingly concealing a stolen 
slave, ora slave enticed from tlie service of 
his master or owner, or of harboring a run- 
away slave with the intention of preventing 
the owner from obtaining possession of such 
runaway, he shall be confined in tlie peni- 
tentiary for not less than two nor more than 
twenty years.” 

Here would have been a disgrace indeed, 
in comparison with which a dismissal from 
the service would have been an honor. Now 
your order was made in Kentucky — a loyal 
State, where tbe above law is in full force — 
with no exceptiou made in favor of the Pres- 
ident, of the United States or any of his su- 
bordinates, and 1 am decidedly of* tlie opin- 
ion that any Colonel or other commanding 
officer in Kentucky who would suffer run- 
away slaves to be harbored in his regiment, 
would be liable to be convicted and punish 
ed under the statute, and a refusal to de- 
liver a fugitive slave known to be in the 
regiment would be evidence of “harbor- 
ing.” 

And now that you are dismissed, what are 
you going to do? Join the Confederate 
army? By no means. Come home. A pri- 
vate station is now a post of honor. You 
will be welcomed with gratitude for what 
you have done, and sympathy for wliat you 
have suffered, and will, I sincerely believe, 
command tlie respect of every loyal man in 
Kentucky. Prove to the world that you 
have acted on principle, as I know you have, 
and all will be well. I believe it is Camp- 
bell who has some beautiful lines applicable 
to your case — 

“Be hushed my dark spirit, for wisdom con- 
demns 

When tho faint and the feeble deplore, 

Be strong as the rock of tho ocean, that stems 

A thousand wild waves to the shore. 

Thro’ the perils of obanco and the scowl of dis 
dain 

Be thy front still unaltered, thy courage elate, 
Yea, even the name (Honor) I have worshipped 
in vain ■ 

Shall awake not the sigh of remembrance 
again: 

To bear is to eonquer our fate."

J®- We give below tlie inaugural of Gov. 
Seymour. Every reader will be struck with 
its terseness and force. There is tio waste of 
ammunition, but every shot tells. Each 
paragraph might be the text for an essay 
upon the constitutional duties of tlie Gover- 
nor and every citizen. If the President and 
all others bad obeyed those commandments, 
there never would have been any division ; 
and if they were adopted now, the Union 
would be restored. Tbe public wait with 
anxious expectation for bis message, having 
implicit confidence in bis integrity’ and loy- 
alty to the Constitution : 

INAUGURAL OF GOVERNOR SEYMOUR. 

Albany, Jan. I, 1863. 

The inauguration of Gov. Seymour took 
place in tbe Assembly Chamber ot the State 
Capitol to-day at eleven o’clock, in the pres- 
ence of a large and distinguished assem- 
blage. Many of the Seymour clubs and 
other Democratic organizations from differ- 
ent parts of the State, were represented, and 
a number of the leading representatives of 
tbe party were present. The crowd filled 
the chamber and the rotunda of the Capi- 
tol, and covered the park in front of the 
building. Among the delegated bodies in 
attendance was a committee from the Young 
Men’s Democratic Union Association of 
New York City, consisting of Messrs. Wil- 
iam E. Frost, M. L. Harris, William C. 
Rhodes, Benjamin Ray, Daniel Young, R. 

B. Bradford, J. D. Hunt, Gideon J. Tucker 
and John McKeon. So large a gathering 
has not been witnessed at tbe inauguration 
of a Governor of this State, for many 
years. 

The oath of office was administered to 
Governor Seymour and Lieutenant Governor 
Jones, by Secretary, of State Ballard, and 
when the requirements of the Constitution 
bad been complied with, Governor Morgan, 
who appeared at the Speaker’s desk in com- 
pany with Governor Seymour, spoke as fol- 
lows: 

We omit Morgan’s speech. 

At the conclusion of Gov. Morgan’s ad- 
dress, which was warmly applauded, Gov. 
Seymour spoke as follows: 

I have solemnly sworn to support theCon- 
stitution of the United States, with all its 
grants, restrictions and guarantees, and I 
shall support it. 

I have also sworn to support the Con- 
stitution of the State of New York, with 
all its powers and rights, and I shall uphold 
it. 

I have sworn to support the duties of the 
office of Governor of tlie £>tate, and with 
your aid they shall be faithfully performed. 

These constitutions and laws are meant 
for the guidance of our official conduct, and 
for your protection and welfare. 

The first law recorded for my observation 
is that declaring that “it shall be the duty 
of the Governor to maintain and defend 
tbe sovereignty and jurisdiction of the 
State.” 

Tbe most strict injunction of the Constitu- 
tion is that the Governor shall take care 
that the laws “are faithfully executed," and 
so help me God they shall be. 

He would not dwell on the present occa- 
sion, on our national affairs. 

Uur position as a State has been happily 
alluded to by my predecessor. My views 
on the subject will be laid before tbe Legis- 
lature. 

While knowing that bis position gave him 
little control over national affairs, he (Sey- 
mour) yet ventured to trust that before the 
end of bis term of service tlie country would 
be again great, glorious and united, as it 
once was.

The Murfreesboro Victory. 

Nashville, Tenn., Jan. 5, 1863. 

After a severe and bloody struggle, one of 
the bloodiest of the war, in front of Mur- 
freesboro, victory again perches upon our 
banners. 

Bragg and bis entire army of badly whip- 
ped rebels skedaddled from Murfreesboro in 
utter confusion during Saturday night, and 
at 12 o’cloek yesterday (Sunday) our cavalry 
forces under Gen. Stanley occupied the city 
and immediately begad a hot pursuit ot the 
retreating enemy. 

Murfreesboro presents a desolate appear 
ance, the inhabitants mostly removing with 
Bragg's army. 

At 9 o’clock Saturday night the most ter- 
rific engagement of the five days’ battle took 
place, and the rebels were routed with great 
slaughter, but not without great loss also 
on our side. Gen. Rosecrans will not oc- 
cupy Murfreesboro at the present, owing to 
the prevalence of small pox among the in- 
habitants and a portion of tbe rebel army 
who could not get away. About 500 of the 
latter were captured. 

Among the killed and wounded were the 
following: Brig. Gen. Sill, killed ; Colonel 

Garesche, Chief Gen. Kosecrans' staff", kill- 
ed; Col. Mulliken, 1st Ohio cavalry, killed 
Lieut. Col. Cotton, 6th Kentucky, killed; 
Col. Jones, 4th Ohio, killed ; Major Rosen- 
garten, Anderson Troop, killed ; Lieut. Col. 
Drake, 49th Ohio, killed; Col. Ilawkine, 
13th Ohio, killed. Brig. Gen. Willich is 
wounded and a prisoner. Wounded — Brig 
Gen. E. N. Kirk, 5th brigade; Gens. Wood 
and Van Cleve ; Col. Moody, 74th Ohio; 
Col. Cassilv, 69th Ohio; Major Grider, 9th 
Kentucky; Major Carpenter, 19th Regu- 
lars. Many other prominent and brave offi 
cers are doubtless among the killed and 
wounded, whose names have not transpir- 
ed. 

The victory is overwhelming, glorious, 
and complete. We have lost largely of offi- 
cers and men, but our loss lias not been 
more than half so great as that of the reb- 
els. Our loss lias been estimated at from 
five to eight thousand in killed, wounded, 
and missing. Gen. Crittenden was heard to 
say that, in the bloody conflict of Friday, 
the rebel dead numbered ten to our one. 
The gallant 5th division acquitted itself no 
bly, as in fact did the entire army. 

Our killed will reach from fifteen hundred 
to two thousand, but not more. The boys of 
the grand army are all in good spirits, and 
almost worship their great commander. I 
write hurriedly, as the cars are moving.

®SS“ Tlic Governor's Message is before our 
readers, and we presume there are few in 
this State who will not approve its posi 
tions. The variety of topics necessarily dis- 
cussed makes the document of considerable 
length, but their importance well deserves its 
perusal. The war, its purposes, and the in- 
cidental affairs, as well as the measures of 
the Government in connection with it, i9 
treated in the message, and its suggestions 
will doubtless be followed up by the Legis- 
lature. Our people have suffered from the 
march of armies, from the destruction of 
property, and wanton depredations to an ex- 
tent inconceivable to localities remote from 
the theatre of war and the progress of ar- 
mies. It is a duty the Legislature owes to 
our people to investigate the losses suffered 
by individuals, and the violations of our 
laws, so a6 to have an official record of the 
facte, that just claims may be prepared for 
settlement, open violations of law prevented 
hereafter. There are losses which, perhaps, 
the Government will not feel bound to make 
good, some of which the State may consid- 
er herself bound, hereafter, in reason and 
justice, to assume. It is hard that individ- 
uals should be ruined in a cause which 
should be a common burden. 

The abolition programme of the war the 
Governor condemns as it deserves ; and in 
this he speaks the universal sentiment of 
this State. It will be followed up by the 
Legislature. Kentucky can make no com- 
promise with either of the tactions whose 
mutual hate and revenge would destroy our 
country. 

That was a bloody and perilous bat- 
tle at Murfreesboro. A less resolute general 
than Rosecrans would have given it up and 
retreated; but he has never been beaten, 
and does not intend to be, and he had an 
army worthy of its general. 3 he rebels 
can’t whip that army under Rosecrans, and 
they had as well not try it. We had a 
strong faith in it and its leader. He has 
never been beaten, and does not admit the 
possibility in his calculations. He had an- 
other advantage, for which he and his coun- 
try may be duly thankful. He was remote 
from Washington, its jealousies and appre- 
hensions, and could manage his own busi- 
ness, in a great degree, his own way. It he 
had been on the Fotomac, he would have 
been trotted all round the compass, and 
landed in front of Washington. Give our 
enerals and our armies what they want, 
nd let them alone, and they will all do 
etter, if they don’t all do as well as Rose- 
rans,

The Louisville Journal, of January 7th, 
says : Nine gentlemen, all residents of Whit- 
field county, North Georgia, arrived in this 
city last evening, having fled from rebel op- 
pression. They crossed the Tennessee river, 
at a point near the mouth of the lliawassee, 
and from thence crossed the mountains into 
Kentucky. They give a tearful account of 
the state of affairs in the South. The reign 
of terror is complete, and they assure «is 
that it is worth as much as a man’s life to 
withhold his sympathies from the rebellion. 
The actual necessities of life are beyond the 
reach of families in ordinary circumstances, 
as the bill of current prices will indicate. 
These gentlemen inform us that pork is sell- 
ing in North Georgia at 30c. per pound, salt 
at $1 75 per pound, corn at $2 to $3 per 
bushel, wheat at $6 per bushel, sugar at 75c. 
per pound, shoes at $10 per pair, and boots 
at $75, eggs at $1 per do/.en, chickens $1 
each, and other articles in proportion. The 
scarcity of salt is so great that many per- 
sons make use of the dirt in their smoke- 
houses, which has been saturated with salt, 
extracting the saline matter from it, where- 
with to cure their meats. There is also 
great suffering ip the rebel army, and the 
Augusta Chronicle asserted recently that a 
body of 2,600 troops marched into Rich- 
mond without shoes. Commissions have 
been appointed in some districts to take an 
account of the amount of corn and other 
produce in the possession of the residents, 
who are not permitted in any case to hold 
more than is necessary for their subsistence 
until the next crop shall have matured, and, 
if a family should be found to be tinctured 
with loyalty to the Federal Government, all 
their means of subsistence is seized and con- 
fiscated. Those refugees, in their flight from 
rebel oppression, traveled in the by-ways 
night and day, sometimes paying guides as 
much as thirty dollars for their services a 
single night. 

A Good Example. — We learn by letter 
from Nashville that General Rosecrans has 
issued an order to the effect that “the resig- 
nation of Second Lieutenant Clark, of the 
Seventeenth Indiana Volunteers, having 
been twice tendered when the regiment was 
on the eve ol marching in the face of the 
enemy, is accepted for the benefit of the ser- 
vice. The sum of $90 is stopped against his 
pay by sentence of a court-martial for ab- 
sence without leave."
